RUSSIA CALLS

But It Is Declared That Japan Will 
Be Severely Punished for Her 
Sudden Attack—Ti:ne Re- 
quired for Prepa- 
ration. 


St. Petersbrg, February !(8.—An offi- 
cia} proclamation explaining the unpre- 
paredness of Russia for war and the 
neceSsity for the exercise of patience by 
her people has been issued here. It is 
as follows: 

“Fight days have elapsed since all Rus- 
Sia Wag shaken with profound indigna- 
tion against an enemy who suddenly 
broke off negotiations and by a treacher- 
Ous attack tried to obtain easy success 
ina war long desired, The Russian nation 
with natural impatience, desires prompt 
vengeance and awaits feverishly news 
from the Far East. 

“The unity and strength of the Rus- 
sian people leave no room for doubt that 
Japan will receive the chastisement she 
deserves for her treachery and provoca- 
tion to war at a time when our beloved 
sovereign desired to maintain peace 
among the nations. The conditions under 
which hostilities are being carried on 
compel us to wait with patience news of 
the success of our troops which cannot 
occur before decisive actions are fought 
by the Russian army. 

“The distance of the territory and the 
desire of the emperor to maintain peace 
were the causes of the impossibility of 
more complete and effective preparations 
for war. Much time is now necessary in 
order to strike at Japan but it fs due 
the dignity and might of Russia. while 
sparing as much as possible the shedding 
of blood of her children, to inflict just 
chastisement upon the nation which has 
provoked the struggle. Russia must 
await the event In patience, being sure 
that our army will avéhge an hundred- 
fold that provocation. 

“Operations on land must not be ex- 
pected for sume time yet and we cannot 
obtain early news from the scene of war. 
The uSeless shedding of blood is unwor- 
thy the greatness and power of Russia. 

“Our country displays such unity and 
desire for self sacrifice on behalf of the 
national cause that all true news from 
the scene of hostilities will be immedi- 
ately due to the entire nation.’’

None 
of the four Russian cruisers lowered 
a boat to rescue the victims, and the 
scene was heartrending, according to 
the report of passengers on the Zen- 
sho Maru, whic escaped. 

Japan is indignant over the useless 
cruelty, and intends to adopt meas- 
ures that will force Russia to observe 
the rules of civilized warfare. 

It is said that six hundred per- 
sons perished when the steamer was 
sunk.

PORT ARTHUR BESIEGED

SAYS. WILLIAMS 


Referring to Advocale of Un- 
- limited Suifrage in South 


Democratic Leader Makes Spirited 
Reply to Republican Attack on 
Conditions in This Section 
The Fortifications Bill 
Is Passed. 


Washington, February i8.—The house 
today pagsed the fortifications appro- 
priation bill. The Philgppine question was 
the subject of a brief but spirited dis- 
cussion while the bill was under con- 
sideration. 

An item in the bill provided for fortifi- 
cations in the insular possessions. Mr. 
Smith (democrat), of Kentucky, proposed 
an amendment to preclude the use of any 
part of the appropriations for fortifica- 
tions in the Philippines, holding tha: an 
expenditure of the sum necessary prop- 
erly to fortify the islands was not war- 
ranted until the future of the archipelago 
shall have heen determined. A _ party 
alignment onthe proposition immediate- 
ly followed, Mr. Williams, of Mississippi, 
the minority leader, taking up the fight 
for the amendment. He said the domi- 
mant power had not yet declared itself as 
to the future of the islands, and that he 
did not want the lesson taught that one 
people might rule another people. 

Messrs. Payne, of New York, and 
Smith, of Iowa, on the republican side, 
seconded Mr. Littauer, of New York, who 
was in charge of the bill. in opposition 
to the amendment, declaring that it was 
the duty of this government to afford 
protection to the people of the Philippine 
islands. By a strict party vote of 80 to 82 
the Smith amendment was lost. 

Mr. Robinson (democrat), of Indiana, 
made an unsuccessful attempt to secure 
an amendmont to provent the use of any 
portion of the money appropriated for 
experimental purposes for Langley air 
ship experiments. 

The general debate on the bill deveJoped 
into a political discussion, Mr. Hill (re- 
publican), of Connecticut, started it by 
asking what democracy stands for, ad- 
dressing himself chiefly to Mr. Williams, 
of Mississippi, and taking occasion to 
criticise the democratic assignments on 
the committee, which had been made on 
the recommendation of the minority 
leader. Mr. Williams assumed full re- 
sponsibiiity for the apportionment among 
the minority and comparison of conditions 
north and south resulted. 

Mr. Williams said any one who looked 
over the south and observed conditions 
there and advocated unlimited manhood 
suffrage was either a fool, because he did 
not understand, or a knave, because, Wn- 
derstanding, he did not care. This was 
greeted with applause on the “emocratic 
side. Mr. Williams said there was as 
much .trouble at elections in the district 
represented by Mr. Loudenslager, of New 
Jersey, as at polls in the south. 

Mr. Wade (democrat), of Iowa, pre- 
dicted that the dempcratic party will be 
victorious in the coming campaign and 
declared the west favored tariff revision. 

The house adjourned until tomorrow. 


PEONAGE TRIAL 
HELD AT ATHENS 


Mr.. Crowley, Charged with 
Offense Gives Bond and 
Is Released, 


Athens, Ga., February 18.—(Special.)— 
The committal trial of J. B. Crowley, of 
Morgan county, charged with the offense 
of peonage, wags held this afternoon be- 
fore Judge Kinnebrew. The defendant 
waived trial and was released on giving 
a bond in‘the sum of $1,500, with L. B. 
Chambers as security. The government 
was represented by United States District 
Attorney Camp, M. L. Covington, chief 
clerk in the office of the district attor- 
ney, and Captain J. M. Wright, operative 
of the United States secret service. The 
defendant was. represented by Colonel E. 
W. Bufler, of Madison, 

The negro boy, John Taylor, who is al- 
leged to have been unlawfully held by 
the defndant, at the request of Assistant 
District Attorney Camp, was put under 
a bond of $200 for his appearance at the 
April term of the federal court in this 
city, and in default of this bond was 
sent to the Fulton county jail this after- 
noon. 

The charge against Crowley is that he 
has unlawfully held the negro on his 
farm a few miles from Madison and the 
defense is that the negro is under a legal 
contract with the defendant. This makes 
three peonage cases that have been re- 
turned to the session of the federal court 
in this city in April, and it is said that 
there are still oherseto come.

$89,000,000 
LOST BY FIRE 


Baltimore, February !8»—It was learn- 
ed from an authoritative source today 
that the tax assessments on the realty in 
the burned district were approximately 
between twenty and twenty-two million 
ddllars and that the assessments on aver- 
age stocks of goods consumer in the fire 
was between fifty and fifty-two millions. 
At this time of the year, however, the 
stocks carried by merchants were much 
heavier than the average as the real es- 
tate WAs assessed at three-fourths of ils 
value these figures would indicate a to- 
tal loss by reason pf the fire of about 
$85,000,000 at the lowest figures. 

Insurance experts were in an optimistic 
frame of mind today over the prospect 
that the aggregate insurance loss will 
be considerably smaller than was first 
expected. They are now quite confident 
that the insurance loss caused by the con- 
fiagration will mot exceed $40,000,000 
and that it will not be under $32,000,-

Washington, February 1!8.—The senate 
cummittee on commerce today authorized 
a favorable report on the nomination of 
William D. Crum to be collector of 
customs at the port of Charleston. 

All the members of the committee were 
not present, but there was 4 sufficient 
number of affirmative votes to insure {a- 
vorable action should all of the absentees 
have their votes recorded against the 
nomination. 

The vote was 8 to 5 in favor of con- 
firmation, divided on party lines. The ab- 
sentees were Senators Perkins, Penrose 
and Stone. There is one vacancy on the 
committee caused by the death of Sena- 
tor Hanna. 


STATFHOOD ¥OR TERRITORIES. 


Oklahoma and Indian Territory To 
Be Admitted as One. 


Washington, February 18.—As the re- 
sult of the territorial hearings for state- 
hood, the prediction is made from re- 
liable sources that a bill will be reported 
in the near future from the house com- 
mittee on territories joining Oklahoma 
and Indian Territory into a single state 
under the name of Oklahoma. This state 
bill will not be admitted, however, until 
after the allotment of lands by the 
Dawes commission has. been entirely 
completed and the school land question 
has been settled. This, it is estimated, 
will take at least two years. The state, 
when admitted, it is expected, will have 
a population of 800,000, and will be di- 
vided into four congressional districts. 

Later a bill will be reported admitting 
Arizona and New Mxico as a single 
state, but this latter proposition will not 
be pressed for some time.

Blamed by Turks for Troubles 
in the Balkans, 


Turkey Sends Note to the Powers Al- 
leging That Bulgaria Is Incit- 
ing Insurrection and Is 
Preparing for 
War. 


Washington, February !18.—In connec- 
iilon with the threatened uprising in the 
Balkans, diplomats here have received 
the full text of a note recently sent by 
Turkey to tHe powers, signatory to the 
treaty of Berlin. The note charges Bul- 
garia with fomenting all the trouble in 
Macedonia, saying: 

“The principality of Bulgaria does not 
change its attitude of active, though 
concealed, hostility in spite of the efforts 
of the porte in carrying through the stipu- 
lated reforms. Trustworthy Investigations 
reveal the following fact: 

“lI. In order to be ale to arm all the 
villagers, guns as Well as ammunition, are 
constantly transported to eight Bulgarian 
frontier places. 

“2. The depots of three frontier divis- 
ions are provisioned and armed as for an 
imminent war. 

“3. The powder factories and artillery 
workshops in Sofia work double time and 
with double forces. 

‘*4. All the military roads leading into 
Turkey along the entire Bulgarian fron- 
tier are improved and widened and made 
passable especially for artillery. The 
frontier telegraph system is being estab- 
lished, especially along the .principal 
roads. 

‘5. In all the districts preparations on 
a large scale are made for amassing sup- 
plies, a vast commissarist and the furn- 
ishing of thousands of wagons by the 
population as the first appeal.”’

A man who 
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OHIO RECEIVE 
FR GREAT DEAD 


Remains of Senator Hanna 
at His Old Home, 


Body Placed in State in the Cleveland 
Chamber of Commerce Building. 
Tearful Eyes ana Choked — 
Utterances Indicate Grief 
cf People, 


Cleveland, Ohio, February 18.—This 
city has truly been one of mourning to- 
day. The mortal remains of Senator 
Marcus A. Hanna now lie in state upon 
a shrouded catafalque in the auditorium 
of the chamber of commerce, where they 
were taken immediately upon their ar- 
rival here from Washington today. 

Surrounded by a veritable garden of 
flowers and guarded by a detail’ of sol- 
diers from the state militia, the city of 
Cleveland now claims its own distinguish- 
ed dead. During this afternoon from !:30 
to 9:30 o'clock .tonight fully 30;000° peopie 
passed the flower covered casket and 
took a last look upon the features of 
the dead statesman. 

With snow blowing into 
flercely and a cold wind chilling them 
through and through, thousands upon 
thousands of people stood for hours in a 
double jine stretching for more than five 
squares, waiting for an opportunity to 
Pass into the building where lay the 
remains. 

Although the crowd was passing into 
pm aggregate at the rate of more than 
sixty a minute, the line grew rapidly, 
and when at 9:30 the doors were closed for 
the night there were still several thou- 
sand who had waited patiently but were 
compelled to return home disappointed. 

Troop A, which will act as an escort at 
the funeral tomorrow, was at the depot, 
drawn up in two platoons when the 
train arrived. When the casket had 
been placed in the funeral car and the 
members of the committee and friends 
had been assigned carriages, the cortege 
headed by a platoon of police and fol- 
lowed by troop A on black horses moved 
for the chamber of commerce building, 
where the body will lie in state until 
Friday noon. Al! along the line of march 
the reverence, respect and love felt for 
the dead senator was shown. 

Men stood with beared heads in an al- 
most blinding snow storm while the cor- 
tege passed, and many eyes were filled 
with tears. Slowly and solemnly the 
casket was borne through the ranks of 
the soldiers and tenderly placed uwpon 
the bier. A moment later the top of the 
Casket was removed and the face of the 
dead senator exposed to the gaze of those 
friends who knew him best. .

Mr. Spooner Makes an Extended 
Speech in Defense of the Policy 
of the Pres.aent—Morgan 
Takes Issue with 
Spooner. 


Washington, February 18.—The Pana- 
ma canal question was again today the 
uppermost topic in the senate, and Mr. 
Spooner held the floor with a speech on 
that subject during the greater portion 
of the day’s session. He discussed many 
phases of the subect, sustaining the 
course of the president throughout the 
proceedings resulting in the independ- 
ence of Panama. He also contended for 
the superiority of the Panama route over 
that of Nicaragua. During his presen- 
tation of the question Mr. Spooner was 
frequently interrupted by Mr, Morgan. 

Early in the day Mr. Tillman entered 
a motion to reconsider the tie vote of 
last Monday by which the Dill to grant 
$150,000 to former Queen Liluok@alani 
was defeated, but further consideration 
of the question was not pressed at the 
time.

Morgan Takes Issue. 

Mr. Morgan took issue with the state- 
ment relative to a sea level canal, con- 
tending that the tides in that vicinity 
ara such as to render a sea level water- 
way almost out of the question. 

Mr. Morgan declared that twv canals, 
one of them at Nicaragua, could be built 
as economically as could one tide water 
canal at Panama. 

“Aand,”’ said Mr. Spooner interrupting, 
“Y have no doubt that when the time 
comes, Nicaragua and Costa Rica will 
be delignted to make the proper conceé- 
sions.”’

“The fact remains,” said Mr. Spooner, 
“that the senator from Alabama was 
the only American quoted while the 
treaty was under consideration at Bo- 
gota.’’ 

“That,” replied Mr. Morgan without 
rising from his seat, “fs not the ffrst 
time that Satan was accused of quoting 
scripture.”’ 

Mr. Spooner said that he had observed 
that whenever our Ships were in the vi- 
cinity there also were French ships there.

EXPORT AND IMPORT TRAFFIC. 


Statement Is Made by Interstate 
Commission. 

Washington, February !8.—The inter- — 
State commerce committee today ° an- 
nounced that as a result of its investiga- 
tion of the feasibility of requiring rall- 
roads to publish. their tariffs for the 
movement of export and import traffic, 
the same as domestic traffic’ it has de- 
cided to leave the matter In abevance 
for a time. If the interstate commerce 
act is not amended within a reasonable 
time, so as to relieve the commission 
of the necessity of requiring such publi- 
cation, the commission holds that it will 
be its duty to enforce the publication of 
import and export rates in the manner 
now provided by law, but so far not com- 
plied with. 

The commission holds that it would 
be a grave misfortune if export and im- 
port traffic were withdrawn from the 
supervision of the law and that if the 
American rail line is allowed to make 
whatever rate it sees fit upon export 
business, to pay whatever rebate and 
grant whatever concession it pleases, to 
extend facilities to one shipper which it 
denies to another, the power exists to 
discriminate against a competitor to the 
extent of driving him out of business and 
chaos would result.

In a similar strain to that of the re- 
cent interview from Rabbi David Marx, a 
etatement has been issued by Rabbi b. 
Mayerovitch, pastor of the Anaveth- 
Achim congregation, against 
the suggestion that the Jews of this coun- 
try present a battle ship to Japan. 

Dr. Mayerovitch asserts that the He- 
brew race has always been devoted to 
peace rather than war and that 
battle ship idea is impolitic as it might !m- 
pel the Russians to inflict new cruelties 
upon the Jews in their The 
statement in full is as follows: 

“Editor Constitution: Learning with re- 
gret of the most reasonless movement by 
some of our co-religinists in our city to, 
Taise a fund for the presentation of a 
battle ship to Japan, permit me, as the 
leader of the Jewish community here, 
to express and enter our protest and op- 
position to this movement for the follow- 
ing reason. 

“A glance through the wide vista of 
Ierael's history will satisfy and convince 
every unbiased mind that the Jew never 
took a part in any revolutiOnary move- 
ment even against his cruel and despotic 
oppressors and persecutors. But to all 
the attacks of his enemies for more than 
eighteen hundred years the Jew opposed 
only his unflinching patience, his uncon- 
querable perseverance and pure faith. 
Through the long dreary night of the 
médiaeval ages Israel silently lifted up 
his heart heavenward to his God, fully 
convinced that so sufe as the earth turns 
on ite axis-a@nd sees again the sun, sv 
would the sun of peace smil@ upon him 
again. iIn the very nature of his strug- 
gles, namely, in the constancy and pa- 
tlence with which he passed through 
those bitter contests and terrible ordeals, 
lay his labors and glorious triumph. 

“Tt is also: related in the Talmud: When 
Israé] was. conquered, the Jewish state 
had ceased to exist. The great Talmudist, 
Rabbi Jochanan ben ZakkKai, while the 
Roman army bore heavily upon Judea, 
and ere yet the last sad scene was cnact- 
ed in the doomed city, he had become 
convinced of the futility of Tresisting the 
demand of Titus and had advocated sub. 
mission to the inevitable as a leader of the 
peace party; he had sought to persuade 
the revolutionaries among the Jews to 
abandon their blind, unyielding Opposi- 
tion, and when he found them in com- 
promising he resolved upon leaving the 
city in order to set on foot his project. 
But the revolutionists, called the ‘Zealots,’ 
strongly guarded the exits and allowed 
no one to leave the city. Rabbi Jochanan 
therefore wag compelled to resort to cun- 
ning. He first caused a report of his 
sickness to circulate, then feigned death, 
Wag put into a coffin and according to a 
previous arrangement carried through the 
gates by his faithful disciples. By this 
method he reached Vespasian, the chief 
commander of the Roman army, handing 
him the protest of the Jewish nation 
against any revolutionary movement.

@re wanting, strive then to be a man, ¥ 
will take the liberty to compare myself 
to Rabbi Jochanan ben Zakkai, Of the 
olden times, to tender in public my pro- 
test to appeal to my co-religionists of 
Atlanta, in the name of humanity, also 
in the name of 4,000,000 Jewish families 
living at present in Russia, whose lives 
will be in danger through such most dan- 
géercus propositions to opp0se, to protest 
and to give no support or encourage- 
ment.to those people who are raising a 
fund for the presentation of a battle ship 
to Japan because through such reasonless 
attempt from our people may bring great 
suffering and bloodshed to the unfortun- 
ate Jews in Russia.

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FORMER CHIEF 
RAPPED BY BRYAN 


Nebraskan Attacks Cleveland, 
Talks of Parly Loyalty, 


Bryan DedTines To Discuss the Advis- 
ability of Nominating Any Par- 
ticular Candidate — Says 
Mr. Cleveland Is an 
Impossibility. 


William J. Bryan reached the city early 
yesterday morning from Florida, where he 
has spent the last three days in the in- 
terests of the candidacy of his cousin, 
Governor Jennings, for the United States 
senate. 

He wag met on his arrival here 
by Hon. Nym McCullough, chairman of 
the county democratic executive commit- 
tee, and became Mr. McCul.ough’s guest. 
Toward noon, in eompany with Mr. Mc- 
Cullough, he visited the state capitol, 
where he called on Governor Terrell and 
all of the other state house officials, being 
introduced to them by Hon. B. M. Black- 
burn, of the executive department. The 
supreme court took a recess for fifteen 
minutes when Mr. Bryan visited their 
court room, and spent the time pleasant- 
ly chatting with him. The vis.t to the 
capitol was quite 4n interesting one 
throughout, Mr, Bryan expressing his 
pleasure at having made the acquaint- 
ance of Georgia's officials. 

While at the capitol he was asked by 
a representative of The Constitution for 
an expression regarding the article in 
The Saturday Post written by former 
President Grover Cleveland, relating to 
the duties of the democratic party and 
the chances for its success in the com.ng 
fight, a synopsis of which article was 
published in yesterday's Constitution. 

“The statements he makes,’ Mr, Bryan 
said, ‘are in line with his utterances of 
the last three years. During the cam- 
paign of 1900 when imperialism was the 
paramount issue, and when we were 
ponting out the dangers of a colonial 
policy, he was silent. As soon as the 
election was over, and the trusts firmly 
installed for the next four years, he came 
out from his hiding p'ace and began to 
offer advice to the democratic party. He 
has ventured to repeat that advice at 
intervals ever since, and in his last ut- 
terance he speaks gravely of the dangers 
of imperialism, to which he seemed so 
indifferent when his party, or rather his 
former party, handicapped by wie in- 
iquities of his former administration, was 
laboring to prevent a surrender of na- 
tional ideals, 

“He is now predicting success to the 
party if it will follow his instructions. 
And yet all who know him, who are 
acquainted with his career, know that 
he wouldn't vote for a ,candidate run- 
ning on the Ten Commandments if the 
candidate had not secretly mortgaged 
himself to Wall street, and agreed to 
obey without questioning ay oerders 
emanating therefrom. Me knows that 
the men who have commercialized the 
party and debauched politics want him 
nominated, and would contribute more 
to his candidacy than to the candidacy 
of any other man, republican or demo- 
crat, because they know that there is a 
wider gap between his professions and 
his practices than there has ever been 
in recent years between the professions 
and practices of any other pubhc man. 
His career has shown how completely 
the conscience can be separated from the 
mind in the performance of official duty.” 

Won’t Talk of Candidates. 

Mr, Bryan declined to discuss the ad- 
visability of any particular candidate. 
The principles involved are so much more 
important than f&ny individual, he said, 
that he did not care to talk of indi- 
viduals at this time. When asked if he 
would support Mr. Cleveland in the event 
that Mr. Cleveland were nominated, he 
said: 

“I am not going to assume or imagine 
any such posibility.”’ 

Mr. Bryan sa:d he was willing to com- 
mend Mr. Cleveland’s appeal for a plat- 
form that would honestly’ state the 
party’s position and mean exactly what 
it says. ‘‘That is what I have been 
comtending for some time,’’ he said. But 
in reference to the nominee he said he 
thought the party should name a man 
as far from the example of Mr. Cleve- 
land as it is possible to find. He sala he 
was satisfied Roosevelt would be the 
republican nominee, consequently Mr, 
Cleveland could have no hope from thap 
source. 

When asked about the recent report 
that he and William Randolph Hearst 
would join forces in the publication of 
a paper at St. Louis, Mr. Bryan said: 

“There is no foundation for such a 
report. I am not interested in any way 
with Mr. Hearst. The report probably 
grew out of the fact that I decided to 
publish The Commoner in St. Louis dur- 
ing the convention, and the talk about 
the same time of Mr. Hearst's establish- 
ing a paper there. There was no con- 
nection, however, between them.” 

Mr. Bryan declared that he was not 
representing any candidate or any in- 
terest, but the party, and tha: the object 
of his trip was ‘“‘to present to the people 
what I believe be moral issues in 
pending questions in the hope that I may 
be able to contribute to the success that 
will be due to the party’s position in 
favor of the people and not due to a 
campaign fund which can be obtained by 
mortgaging the party to a corporate in- 
terest. 

“The Kansas City platform,’ Mr. Bryan 
said, “ought to be reaffirmed, and, of 
course, the free silver plank should be 
reaffirmed along with it. It seems to 
me to be a sound plank, and I can seé 
no reason why this should not be done.” 

Mr. Bryan was shown a dispatch in 
which Charles A. Towne, of Minnesota, 
was quoted as saying that the west is 
tired of the silver question and is ready 
and anxious to give it up. 

‘“T don’t care to talk about what some- 
body else says,” was Mr. Bryan's reply 
to a question regarding it. “You can 
never tel} whether they are correctly 
quoted or not.” 

Mr. Bryan talked interestingly of oth- 
er matters before the country, and ex- 
pressed surprise at tne rapid growth of 
Atlanta in the last eight years, it having 
been eight years since he formerly visit- 
ed the city. With Governo Terrell, Mr. 
Bryan talked of Georgia crops and bus.- 
ness conditions, and seemed to take a 
deep interest in information relating to 
the state. 

Following his visit to the capitol, Mr. 
Bryan was entertained at a luncheon at 
the Piedmont Aotel by Hon. Nym Mc- 
Cullough. The guests besides Mr. Bryan 
were Hon. Clark Howell and Hon. J. J. 
Spalding. In’the afternoon Mr. Bryan 
was taken for a drive over the city by 
Mr. Howell. 

Last even.ng at 6:30 o’clock Mr. Bryan 
was entertained at dinner by Captain R. 
E. Park, state treasurer, at his residence 
on Merritts avenue. 

Mr. Bryan left the city iast night for 
Spartanburg, 8S. C., wnere he will speak 
tonight. He may also visit Columbia, and 
will then retira,

There is no little friction within 
the republican party, particularly in 
the west, with regard to the party’s 
inclination to hedge on reciprocity.

The Iowa 
paper then proceeds to indorse the 
American invasion of the Canadian 
northwest in these ringing words: 


The time has now come for another 
move, and it must be to the north. The 
Canadian torthwest today fs in the same 
position as our own undeveloped empire 
was more than half a century ago. It 

as profitable to conquer the latter. It 
will be profitable to conquer the former 
through the same means. 

But, say the timid and selfish, there is 
a boundary line between Canada and the 
United States and our people will be 
ruined by free trade. The answer is that 


there is also a.boundary line between: 


every state from the Gulf of Mexico to 
Minnesota, and nobody has been ruined 
by free trade across them. Everybody 
has been made prosperous by it. A boun- 
dary line is an invisible thing. It has 
No power to change either physical con- 
ditions or the laws of trade. If it did pus- 
sess such power there would be about 
—, crippled states in the union to- 
ay. - 

Let us.be done with fetich worship; let 
us throw over the doctrine inspired by 
commercial piracy; let us repudiate the 
absurd logic that abuses the real protec- 
tion principle. While the stand-patters 
are busy with their machinations, their 
personal ambitions, their obligations to 
monopolistic campaign contributors, and 
are trying to plant torpedoes in the path 
of expansion, let the people of the west 
remember the words of the immortal Far- 
ragut: “‘Damn the torpedoes—go ahead!”’ 


This is no les logical than em- 
phatic, and it is obvious to the intel- 
ligent republicans of the northwest 
that there can be no “expansion” of 
the nation, in the broadest commer- 
cial sense; no matter what its for- 
eign “possessions,” -until the _ tariff 
fetich has been dispelled ‘from the 
national mind as a distempered fig- 
ment of the imagination.

Another Infant Industry Threatened. 

We suspect we understand now 
why the administration is so anxious 
to have Senator Fairbanks, of In- 
diana, nominated at Chicago for the 
vice presidency. 

Indiana, under ordinary political 
conditions, is in the doubtful column, 
and hpr goodly electoral vote is 
sought after by methods of party 
politics that are nothing if not warm. 
This is to put the legitimate phase 
of it mildly. In another view of the 
matter—but we will not dwell upon 
the “blocks of five” campaign in- 
dustry here. . 

The present situation in Indiana is 
anomalous in politics and understood 
only in esoteric political circles. Of 
late years a most extensive and high- 
ly prosperous industry has developed 
in Hoosierdom, atfording employ- 
ment to thousands of citizens, and 
sufficient, in its bearing upon local 
politics, to control the balance of 
power in favor of either party. We 
refer to the authorship industry. 
Every county in Indiana is teeming 
with able authors, and it is coming 
to be well understood among Hoosier 
politicians that no candidate stands 
any show of election who is not up 
to snuff on the local literary situa- 
tion. In most of the unliterary and 
intellectually mediocre states of our 
great union it is only necessary for 
an office-seeker to stand in with 
“the boys” and pinch the babies’ 
cheeks. He wins in a walk on his 
sociability blarney and requires only 
a physical “front” to be acclaimed 
the tall some kind of a tree of some 
unclassical stream. Not so in In- 
diana now. Your Hoosier statesman 
must be able to discuss the latest 
Indiana novel with guff and gush, 
for well he knows that in canvass- 
ing his district he is likely to stum- 
ble over the author thereof where he 
least expects him, and every vote 
counts in Indiana. He must know 
every author whose suffrage concerns 
him, and, upon invading his resi. 
dence, instead of fulsomely praising 
his offspring, must grasp him by his 
artistic finger tips and say feelingly: 
“Oh, Mr. Lionel DeVard Tonning- 
tark, I have read your ‘Colonial Life 
in the Pee-wee Valley,’ and it is 
great!” This is simply a favorable 
entering wedge to the author-con- 
stituent’s complete confidence. In 
order to cinch him it is necessary to 
talk minutely, and like a flattering 
literary critic, about his abortive and 
utterly inexcusable self-published 
book. ; 

It will be seen that office-seeking 
has been delicately complicated by 
the booming new literary industry in 
Indiana, and angels would fear to 
tread where many an ill-informed 
candidate rushes in to his political 
doom. This much for the peculiar 
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focal situation. What it has to do 


with the Fairbanks candidacy we 


‘shall presently see. It falls out that 


an overwhelming republican congress 
has deilberately, and with malice 
aforethought, sought to discourage 
fhis great infant industry of Indiana 
by deciding to spend not a dollar of 


» Uncle Sam’s easy. money for books 


other than the most technical and 
professional works adapted for army 
and navy libraries. This cuts the 
Indiana novelist cold and is a direct 
slam on the historical romances that 
are calculated to make our soldiers 
and jackies chesty with dare-devil 
patriotic impulses. Was there ever 
a greater political blunder than this 
by the party in power on the eve of 
a presidential campaign? We trow 
not, and for the life of us we cannot 
understand how the Indiana delega- 
tion ever allowed the faux pas to be 
made. And Camdidate Roosevelt a 
great “literary feller” himself! 

Quite naturally the literary manu. 
facturers of Indiana are mightily 
wroth and swear vengeance on the 
g. oO. p. next fall. Some of them say 
the: moral effect of the blow may 
make necessary the shutting down 
of their factories. As is well known, 
not a few of them are warm num- 
bers politically themselves, and they 
may make the issue a paramount one 
on the hustings. Hence Candidate 
Rooseveit’s anxiety to have Senator 
Fairbanks as his running mate. The 
senior senator from Indiana is not 
literary himself. If it were judicious 
to choose a literary vice presidential 
candidate from Indiana, Senator 
Beveridge would be impresesd upon 
the ticket. Of course, it would not 
do to nominate an author for the job, 
for professional jealousy would lit- 
erally swamp him in hostile ballots. 
Senator Fairbanks is popular in In- 
diana, for he sits up nights reading 
Indiana novels and makes a brave 
stagger at keeping up with the out- 
put. He knows every author in his 
state by name, and wherever pos- 
sible impresses their photograph and 
leading work upon his memory. His 
“system,” applied to authors for 
campaign purposes, is the envy of 
less astute Hoosier politicians, and 
by its use the senator can indefinite- 
ly perpetuate himself in office. 

The situation may be a novel one, 
but it should be, affecting as it does 
novelists. Candidate Roosevelt, be- 
ing one of our greatest living au- 
thors, is shrewd enough to see that 
something must be done to placate 
the dissaffected authors of Indiana in 
the pending campaign. Hence Sena- 
tor Fairbanks. Great idea. Critical 
situation.

Foraker’s Pro-Trust Bill. 

Doubtless we shall hear much in 
the pending presidential campaign of 
the bil recently introduced in the 
United States senate by Senator For- 
aker, of Ohio, to permit “reasonable 
restraint of trade.” The proposed 
measure is intended to negative the 
little that is vital in the Sherman 
anti-trust law and the interstate com- 
merce law, practically delivering the 
consuming public over to the trusts, 
bag and baggage. 

Coming as Senator Foraker’s ac- 
tion does right on the eve of the gen- 
eral election, when the country is in 
anything but a pro-trust mood and 
the federal department of justice in 
the midst of important trust prosecu- 
tions, it is not surprising that the poli- 
ticlans have been quite taken by the 
ears and that the administration is 
disposed to file a disclaimer. It is 
but natural that the American people 
should look askance at President 
Roosevelt in this connection, for 
Senator Foraker is his fully accredit- 
ed “good friend,” the. same who 
forced the issue of Candidate Roose. 
velt’s indorsement upon the Ohio 
state republican convention last year, 
and who, at the moment he intro- 
duced this astonishing bill, was heart 
and soul in the campaign to send in- 
structed delegates to the _Chicago 
convention from Qhio. 

The text of the Foraker pro-trust 
bill is brief enough to admit of its 
reproduction, and we give it here, as 
follows: 

To relieve foreign commerce and acts 
and contracts in reasonable restraint of 
trade and commerce among the several 
states from the provisions of the-act to 
regulate commerce, approved February 4, 
1887, and the act to protect trade and 
commerce against unlawful restraints 
and monopolies, approved July 2, 1890. 

That nothing in the act to regulate 
commerce, approved February 4, 1887, or 
in the act to protect trade and commerce 
against unlawful restraints and monopo- 
lies, approved July 2, 1890, or in any aet 
amendatory of either of said acts, shall 
hereafter apmMy to foreign commerce or 
shall prohibit any act or any contract in 
restraint of trade or commerce among 
the several states, provided that such re- 
straint be reasonable, or shall hereafter 
authorize imprisonment or forfeiture of 
property as punishment for any violation 
of such acts, except for perjury or con- 
tempt of court. : 

The Sherman and interstate com- 
merce laws expressly forbid all re- 
straint of trade through combina- 
tions or pooling agreements. The 
proposed act permits any kind of a 
combination in restraint of foreign 
trade, or in restraint of interstate 
trade and commerce, “provided that 
such restraint be reasonable.” This 
saving clause will provoke a skepti- 
c4l smile. In effect the bill gives 
trusts and combines of whatever kind 
carte blanche to stifle competition 
and advance prices at their own 
sweet will. 

It is amusing to see the republican 
statesmen in Washington evince a 
lively disposition to sidestep so repre- 
hensible .a measure, some of them 
even going to the length of impugn- 
ing the party orthodoxy of the author 
of the measure. It does look as if 
fhe gentleman from Ohio has played 
hari-kira with his party, and he is 
said te be in danger of political ostra- 
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cism. The Washington correspon- 
dent of The Philadelphia North 
American says of him: 

A striking figure in the politics of the 
country for 2 decade, Foraker, Wi:onout 
dissenting from any single party policy 
or evincing openly the slightest antago- 
‘Liem to those in cont of party desti- 
nies, suddenly has found almost a 
political outcest, his intentions and pur- 
pose under suspicion and his party fealty 
questioned in the most serious manner. 

However, public opinion will see 
through this attempt to make of 
Senator Foraker a scapegoat. There 
can be no “reasonable” doubt that he 
introduced the bill by administration 
inspiration, if not “by request” of the 
temporary tenant of the white house, 
and that the object was to create a 
diversion favorable to more liberal 
corporation contributions to Candi- 
date Roosevel.s campaign expenses. 
The president wants to disabuse the 
trusts of any lingering notion that he 
is not “safe” for the continued exer- 
cise of their predatory commission 
from the g. o. p., and perhaps he fears 
that some of them may have taken 
Attorney General Knox seriously! 

‘What could be more quietly signifi- 
cant than the introduction of a Dill 
sanctioning a “reasonable restraint” 
of trade by Senator Foraker, the 
president’s confidential friend and 
personal partisan? (A wink is as good 
as a nod to a blind donkey, and, in 
high republican circles, the “common 
people” are that same meek and 
tractable quadruped. Of course, the 
bill will be handled with tongs in the 
present session of congress; but it 
has served its purpose. The trusts 
have had their straight tip. 

We hope his party brethren will 
make it so hot for Senator Foraker 
that he will get mad and turn state’s 
evidence. Then what a pickle the 
administration would be in! 
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LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


No Danger of Overproduction. 

Editor Constitution: Just now, next 
to the war in the east, the great question 
in the south is the production of the next 
cotton crop. A great many high author- 
ities are quoted on both sides of the 
question. I am glad to notice, how- 
ever, that you hold to the opinion that 
the south can not at this juncture over- 
produce the staple and you give many 
and urgent reasons for*the opinion. 

These discussions are all productive of 
good and there ought to be more of them, 
hence this article. But I want to go out 
on the “firing line’ a little further. 
Among many who are looking into this 
important question are some who have 
never been on the ground, or, if they 
have, did not stop long enough to investi- 
gate to any reasonable extent. 

The question is not with us now as to 
whether we can sell a_ 12,000,000-bale 
crop, but whether we can produce it. 
For years this same large crop of cotton 
has been the nightmare that has dis- 
turbed the slumibers of the planters. The 
fear of over-production has been dinned 
into their ears until they could hear 
nothing else, and I do not say that it 
has not done some good, but not all 
that has been claimed for it There have 
been other forces at work, and they have 
played no little part in the situation. 
Now wWe are confronted with a new and 
strange condition. The southern cotton 
planter wants, above all things, to pro- 
duce that same 1!2,000,000-bale crop, and 
is afraid that he can not do it. Some of 
the writers on this subject, referred to 
above, give various reasons for this fear 
of failure, but none of them, in my Opin- 
ion, hit the mark. You know they are 
now quoting the boll weevil extensively, 
and in some séctions the government Is 
preparing to wage a war of extermina- 
tion, but the caterpillar did more dam- 
age twenty-five years ago than the boll 
weevil is doing now. Some complain that 
diversity of crops has cut down the acre- 
age, but we are confronted hére with 
figures which show us that the acreagé 
devoted to cotton in the south is greater 
now than ever DSefore. Then comes an- 
other fellow who complains at the. fertil- 
izer, when the best chemists in America 
tell us that the commercial fertilizers are 
better than ever before in the history of 
planting, and the bare fact that facto- 
ries are being multiplied and competition 
running high, is sufficient proof of this 
fact. Then, what is the trouble? Here 
we are in the midst of a time when it 
seems that everything is favorable to the 
maintenance of high prices and the 
planter is afraid that he can not produce 
the stuff. 

Well, let’s look at a 
none of the others have yet thought 
of enough importance to investigate. It 
is a known fact that the negro is the 
Best cotton producer in the world, but it 
is equally well known that he is not a 
farmer, and never will be. Years of 
training under the best masters in the 
world failed to make him practical, and 
his offspring will never be practical. No 
one knows this so well as the southern 
land-owner. Yet he is indulging a poli- 
cy and continuing a practice directly in 
opposition to this knowledge. We have 
the best laloor, the best land and the 
greatest opportunities the world ever saw, 
and yet we are afraid we will not make 
as much cotton as We ought. I repeat 
the foregoing, because it is the key- 
note to the situation. 

Beginning with the years shortly after 
the close of the war between the states, 
we continued to increase the output of 
raw cotton until the world was amazed. 
We did this with the negro as a contract 
laborer, with a good overseer on @ath 
plantation. Then we began the ‘shares’ 
system, which for a time seemed to 
boost things still higher, but alas! it 
was only the entering wedge that has 
split our condition into hopeless. pieces, 
This was soon followed by the “renter” 
system, which sent the land-owner to 
town and the negro into control of the 
farms. A few years only were enough 
to bring us to the present condition, and 
a féw more will be enough to finish the 
husitiess, unless a halt in present methods 
is called. It is true the landlord gets 
his rent, but his labor is demoralized 
and impoverished, and will soon be en- 
tirely worthless. Some may object to 
the way in which I put the matter, but if 
they will only come into the cotton belt 
and stay long enough to watch the grow- 
ing of one crop, they will be convinced 
of the truth. Under the contract system, 
a negro and a mule, under ordinary con- 
ditions, were safe to produce from ten 
to thirteen bales of cotton. Now, under 
the present system, his average is five to 
seven, and the percentage is downward 
every year. What is true of this parti- 
cular section is true of the entire cotton 
belt. The time when we can not make 
8,000,000 bales is not far off. 

Let our people stop this ruinous poli- 
cy before the world turns its eyes else- 
where for its supply. 

Then there is another, and fully as 
grave, question connected with our pres~ 
ent situation. One would scarcely think 
the race problem would cut much figure 
in our agricultural section, put it~ is 
right here that it raises its head in the 
most threatening manner, Some writers

Our greatest men- 
ace is from the sons and daughters of 
negroes living in full control of the plan- 
tation home. Negroes ignorant, brutal 
and with passions unbridled, outside the 
control of the overseer. These come and 
go at will. They jmake up the great 
swarm of idlers. They will not, or rather, 
can not be made fo work on the farm, 
under the contro! of other negroes, and 
they are unfit for any other occupation. 
If we can speedily get back to the sys- 
tem when each farm is controlled by a 
competent white manager, and ail are 
made to work, things will change with 
a rush, and we can make much or little, 
as We desire. Isn't it a peculiar situa- 
tion? This article is written with the 
hope that this view may be looked into.

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AMERICAN COTTON TRADE « 
MENACED IN MANCHURIA 


Weshington, February '8.—(Special.)— 
The strong indorsement given by the 
southern cotton spinners and their north- 
ern associates to the “open dogr’’ policy 
of the government of the United States 
and the expressed desire of the commit- 
tee which called at the white house that 
this policy be strongly adhered to in the 
interest of American commerce in the 
Far East is particularily gratifying to 
Secretary Hay, who has felt that the 
importance of the issues involved have 
been too little understood by the busi- 
ness interests of the country. Some time 
@go, in talking with a friend about the 
far-reaching significance of the Far East- 
ern question, the secretary of state ex- 
pressed the opinion that outside of the 
@rea covered by southern cotton mills 
now engaged in turning out goods for 
Manchuria and northern China, but a 
small portion of the country felt any di- 
rect interest in the policy to which he 
has committed himself so strongly and 
for the promotion of which he has done 
so much; but that his work is appreciated 
by the men representing the great cotton 


goods industry there can be no question. 
Large Financial Interest.’ 

There is no surer way to @€rouse the 
interest of any man in any political ques- 
tion than to touch his pocketbook, and 
it is most naturel that this should be. 
Of the present American commerce with 
that portion of the Chinese empire called 
Manchuria, by far the greatest part be- 
longs to the exports of cotton goods, and 
@s the product used in that section of the 
world is of the coarser grades, it cgmes 
almost entirely from the mills of the 
southern states. Long before the rest of 
the country had begun to realize the ex- 
istence of the Manchurian provinces the 
mill men of the south knew of Niu 
Chwang and Delny, Harbin dnd Mukden 
and their value as gateways to existing 
and prospective trade. 

Will American commerce with Man- 
churia be préserved and increased under 
continued Russian occupation, or is it 
necessary in omer even to hold that 
which we have to insist upon the neutrali- 
zation of that territory? This has been 
often asked during the past few months. 

Time and eg@in from St. Petersburg 
have come suggestions to the effect that 
Russian acquirement of Manchuria would 
be the best thing possible for American 
commerce in that territory. Russia is the 
great good friend of the United States, 
it has been argued, and would surely do 
nothing to discriminate against Ameri- 
can trade; besi@des, there is no competi- 
tion and no rivalry between Russian and 
American cotton manufacturers, as Rus- 
sia does little or nothing on that line. 

That this may to some extent have 
been true in the past fs acknowledged. 
But Russia had hardly begun to tighten 
her grasp upon the coveted northern 
provinces of the Chinese empire border- 
ing upon her own: Siberia. And as for 
cotton, she is but at the beginning of 
systematic development of that industry, 
but that development is under way. The 
other side of this pleasing picture of 
‘Russian sponsorship of American com- 
merce is pretty clearly presented by Mr. 
Henry B. Miller, our consul at Niuch- 
wang, in an elaborage report upon condi- 
tioms in Manchuria, which has just been 
published by the department of com- 
‘merce and labor. 

The Moscow of the East. 

Mr. Miller describes at some length the 
rapid making over of Harbin by the Rus- 
sians, which he terms one of the great- 
est achievements in city construction the 
world has ever witnessed. Harbin is an 
interior city, about 350 miles west of 
Viadivostock and 600 miles north of Port 
Arthur, on the Sungari river at the point 
where the Manchurian branch of the Si- 
berian railway crosses that strea and 
where the Chinese eastern branch starts 
south to Dadny and Port Arthur. Its lo- 
cation is the geographical center of Man- 
churia, and the aspiration of Russia to 
make it the great industrial center of 
that rich territory have advanced so far 
that it is already being given the title of 
the Moscow of Asia. The surrounding 
territory is rich agriculturally, while 
there are very rich mineral and timber 
lands all about. 

The policy adopted by the Russian gov- 
ernment toward Harbin is taken as illus- 
trative of what may be ekpected in other 
parts of Manchuria as soon as Russia's 
contro] is sufficiently strong. The land 
for many miles in each direction has been 
secured so as to make it impossible for 
any foreign influence to secure a profit 
or foothold close to the city, and foreign- 
ers—by which is meant everybody except 
Russians and Chinese—are not recognized 
as having any rights what®ver, but 4re 
permitted there by suffrage. There are 
very few of them there now, no Ameri- 
cans. 
American v. Russian Trade, 

After describing in some dgtails the 
industrial dwevelopment at Harbin Mr. 
Miller takes up for consideration the 
broader question of American v. Rus- 
sian trade in Manchuria. ‘“What,’’ he 
asks, “is the meaning to the United 
States of all this progress of Russia on 
the Pacific—the building of such cities 
as Harbin and the polftical dominatign 
of the country? It thas been recently as- 
serted by very prominent people that it 
signified an enlargement of the market 
for our goods, and that, of the present 
imports into Manchuria, 75 per cent were 
from the United States. General state. 
ments of this nature are easily made and 
easily believed, and without eny careful 
examination into the details it has been 
the usual thing to assume that this de- 
velopment of Russia in Manchuria was 
certain to bring an increased market for 
the products of the United States. The 
subject has not yet been examined in al] 
‘its phases as it should be and so far as 
I know there is no one prepared by study 
and knowledge of all the details of the 
question to give a wise decision es to 
what the effect will be upon American 
trade from merely an economic point of 
view.” 

But from what follows it appears that 
Mr. Miller has some very decided opin- 
lons, which, in a mytshell, are that

greater domination of Manchuria by Rus- 
sia would count strongly against the ex- 
tension of American commerce in the fu- 
ture. 

In Cotton Goods. 

Wkh regard to cotton goods, he has 
some things to say that will be of espe- 
cial interest to the south. 

“In cotton goods, Russia is anxious 
for the trade and is making every effort 
to secure the business and is becoming a 
serious competitor,” he, write, “Her 
advances in this line are political, bank 
advances, and transportation. In a free 
contest, on purely economic lgew I think 
the United States can hod it. Russia fa. 
vors the export of cotton goods into 
Persia by a heavy bounty, and just 
what she will do in order to secure this 
trade in Manchuria is hot yet determined. 
At present, she is providing a heavily sub- 
sidized steamship line to bring these 
goods to Dainy and Viadivostook, where 
they enter free of duty, and, no doubt, 
they receive preferential railroad rates 
from these into the interior, or will, if 
necessary. These things, together with 
the financial help of the Russo-Chinese 
bank, have not yet been sufficient to 
do more than start well, and they may 
have to resort to a bounty in addition 
unless they can shut out foreign goods 
by a tariff.” 

In this connection, {t may be well to 
observe that recent advices have come 
from St. Petersburg that the czar was 
ebout to issue an imperial ukase mak- 
ing Russian protective tariffs effective 
a@t the Manchurian ports when the pre- 
cipitation of hostilities by Japan came. 
That this course had been determined 
upon has not yet come to the official 
knowledge of this government, but it {s 
not doubted that the Russian statesmen 
have had such action a part of their pro- 
gramme for the development of Russian 
commerce in Manchuria, once they felt 
it possible to throw off the mask and 
assume ful] administrative contro] over 
the province. 


Bank a Big Factor. 

Illustration of the methods now used 
to push the Russian cotton trade Is 
given by Mr. Miller in his discussion of 
the work done by the Russo-Chinese bank 
at Harbin. ‘This institution,” he says 
“is inaugurating a very efficient and ac- 
tive system of credits to Chinese mer- 
chants purchasing goods for sale in Man- 
churia. In some cases, as much ag 200,. 
000 rubles ($103,000) have been given 
in letters of credit to Chinese for pur- 
chases in Russia. These experiences are 
proving profitable and satisfactory. The 
largest success is reported in cotton 
goods. Many large orders are being 
placed in this line, and a substantial trade 
is being created. The system of advanc- | 
ing credit to Chinese merchants for the 
Purchase of Russian goods prevails now. 
generally throughout Manchuria, and it 
is by this method and by imports of free! 
duty and favored rates over the railway 
that Russian cotton goods are likely to 
capture the great trade of Manchuria that 
is now largely in the hands of Amer- 
ican manufacturers, 

“The production of cotton goods in Rus- 
Sia is growing fast,’ he adds. He quotes 
from the pen of “a well known Ameri- 
can writer, who has investigated the sub- 
ject carefully and is thoroughly acquaint- 
ed with the conditions of production and 
marketing of Russian cotton goods,” te 
this effect: 

“If Russia adopts the’ same methods 
as to other parts of Asia that she is 
now using in Persia, she will drive all 
other countries out of the market. She 
has new the monopoly of the cotton 
business of Persia, and she has gotten 
it by giving a bounty to her manufactur- 
ers. On every pound of Russian goods 
sent to Persia, the Moscow exporter gets 
an allowance of 3 cents from the govern- 
ment. Ome cent covers the freight, and 
he has 2 cents profit, besides the usual 
profit on the goods. The English or 
German manufacturer has to pay full 
freight, with no rebate, and he can not 
compete. This same system will bs 
adopted in China. After the trade is 
captured, the rebate may be discontinued, 
and the price will rise.” 

Would Then Be Too Late. 

But, or course, it would then be toa 

late for the American cotton men te 


recover the lost ground. 

Before Russian occupation, the trade og 
the United States with the Chinese in 
Manchuria amounted to several] million 
dollars per year, almost entirely imports, 
It had grown very fast, and woutd havea 
had an extended and most substantial 
increase without the Russian develop- 
ment, for the country was being im- 
proved and extensively developed, with @ 
continued immigration from other prov- 
inces of China before the railway con- 
struction began. 

“A study of these conditions,” adds 
Mr. Miler, “is not particularly encourag- 
ing to the idea of extension of American 
trade in Manchuria in any line that Rus- 
sia is prepared to supply. A knowledge 
of the earnest intention of the Russo-Chi- 
nese bank to press the sale of Russian 
goods, a slight insight into the methods 
and determination of Russian railways to 
find a market for the products of Rus- 
sia, and the interest displayed in develop-: 
ing resources along their linés for Rus 
sians and Chinese only, taken in com 
nection with the natural wealth and re- 
sources of thie country, do not favors 
the hope that under a Russian regime 
our trade in Manchuria will be as largs 
as it was béfore.’’ 


What of Other Asian Trade. 


But that is by no means all. “When,* 
adds this Américan consul, ‘‘we take Into 
further consideration the fact that the 
Russian government is engaging in in- 
dustrial and commercial pursuits as @a 
government, and calculate the cheap 
food, cheap and reliable labor, and the 
vast mineral resources that she will have 
at her command on the Pacific, the ques- 
tion of the Manchurian market becomes 
comparatively insignificant, and we find 
ourselves face to face with the greater 
problem of the markets of all Asia. 
With millions of cheap and efficient Chi- 
nese laborers, with vast <oal fields bor- 
dering on the Pacific, with mountains of 
iron and capper, vast forests, and enor- 
mous areas of agricultural land—pro- 
ducing now the cheapest food in th4 
world—what is to prevent Russia, if het 

lans are realized, from becoming a dom- 
inating factor in the commercial devel<¢ 
opment of the Far East? For 
the present the prospect is that we shall, 
at least, meet with such favorable con- 
ditions in Manchuria as Wl endangér our 
present lines of ftfade, 

“It is not in the least inspiring for an 
American to go throwch as ‘busy and ac- 
five a trade city as Harbin and find so 
few things from his country and not a 
single American citizen or progressive 
business house. The vision of 75 per cent 
of American imports into Manchuria 
dwindles to a most insignificant arnount. 
When vou see the great Russian flour- 
Ing mills enlarging and increasing in 
number, when you see the numerous 
breweries being constructed, when you 
see the Russian engines and the Ger- 
man, Austrian and Danish machinery 
and products, and hear of the successful 
development of Rugsian Inmber mills and 
the {ntroduction of Russian cotton goods, 
and see in the Chines» stores Russian oil 
and cigarettes where before were Amer- 
ican, and where you hunt with straining 
eves to find something from the United 
States. one is not seriously impressed 
with the statement that, under Russian 
occupation, our imports into Marichuria 
are sure to increase,”

Fort Valley, Ga., February 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The meeting of the Goergia Fruit 
Growers’ Association was called to or- 
der this morning at 10:30 o’clock, about 
150 members being present. The presi- 
dent of the association, Hon. Dedley M. 
Hughes, presided. Frank W. Hazelhurst, 
of Macon, was secretary. 

The president first introduced to the 
association O. M. Houser, who delivered 
a short addresg of welcome, on the part 
of the Fort Valley fruit growers and the 
citizens generally. Mr. Hammock, of 
Cuthbert, on the part of the association, 
responded in an eloquent manner to the 
hearty welcome extended them. 

Before taking up the regular order of 
business, Hon, Dudley M. Hughes deliv- 
ered a short, practica] and able talk on 
the needs of a larger appropriation for 
the state board of entomology, reciting 
the great good our entomologist has al- 
ready accomplished, even with the 
small appropriation now made by the 
Btate. He also took up other topics of 
Seneral interest pertaining to the work 
of the association. 


Reguiar Business Begins. 

The minutes of the previous meeting 
were then read, and in calling for the 
report of committees, Mr. Marshall J. 
Hatcher, of Macon, as chairman of the 
committtee on ‘“‘'Government “Aid” from 
the federal agricultural department,, 
asked the association to extend the time 
of his committee as they had been una- 
ble to accomplish anything so far, which 
request was granted. 

Hon. H. A. Mathews, of Fort Valley, 
stated that he thought the association 
Should feel very much encouraged, as 
he knew the government had already 
taken steps to aid the assocfation in in- 
telligently fighting the enemies to the 
peach industry. He stated that the gOvV- 
ernment had a representative in Hous- 
ton county not more than two weeks 
ago making very careful inquiry into the 
needs of the peach men with a view of 
spending considerable money for their 
benefit. This was welcome news to the 
association. : 

Mr. Hammock gave séveral instances 
of when the federal agricultural depart- 
ment had assisted him many times in his 
Individual investigations, and he assured 
the body that they had but to present 
their needs in an earnest manner before 
the department and aid would be forth- 
coming. 

Hon. H. A. Mathews was appointed as 
ge committee of one to draw up a charter 
for the association, after which the body 
adjourned until 2:30 o'clock this after- 
hoon, 

Afternoon Programme. 

At the afternoon session the Georgia 
Fruit Packing Company lexftended an 
Offer j@ drive the members of the asso- 
ciation out to their local plant and to 
the largé orchards around here. The 
committee on freight rates made a full 
report and are hopeful of getting a fa- 
vorable decision from the interstate com- 
merce cOmmission in time for the grow- 
ers to get the benefit of the reduction 
on this year’s shipments. The present 
rate from New York té Boston on car 
lots was shown to be 2 cents per crate 
higher than when shipped in smal] quan. 
titles. This report was of gréat import- 
ance and closely attended by all. The 
association voted to have a special ex- 
hibit of Georgia peaches at the § St. 
Louis exposition, and a subscription of 
two car loads of fruit and $500 was 
raised for this purpose. After this a co)- 
lection was taken to defray the expenses 
of their legal case before the interstate 
commerce commission, State Entomolo- 
gist Willmen Newell delivered an _ in- 
structive address on the San Jose scale, 
after which several questions were pro- 
pounded to him. A motion was then 
made to adjourn unti] 7:30 p. m., at 
which time the chairman announced they 
would hold an experience meeting. The 
night session was well attended and will 
likely prove most profitable to the mem- 
bers present. 


Sewers for Cedartown. 


Cedartown, Ga.. February 18.—(Special.) 
Cedartown has just let a contract for | 
mile of sewerage to J. L. McPoland & 
Co., a contracting firm of Birmingham. 
The work will begin in ten days. and 
the line will likely extend along Main, 
Gibson and Canal streets. 

Cedartown is making great internal jm- 
provements, Main street being reduced 
to the grade adopted by the city. and 
wide cement sidewalks are being laid on 
both sides of the leading thoroughfare.

RECEIVER MOORE 


COLONEL STEVENS BACK: _ 
TALKS OF W. R. HEARST 


Flynt, of Spaulding, Says He Will Be Candidate for 
Speaker of the House*Politics in the State 
and at the Capitol. 


OLONEL O. B. STEVENS, com- 
( missioner of agriculture, returned 

to the city yesterday from Wash- 
ington, where he has been on business. 
While in Washington Cojonel Stevens at- 
tended a conference of the friends of 
William Randolph Hearst, at which Con- 
gressman James M. Griggs was also pres- 
ent. 

Colonel Stevens spent three or four 
days in Washington and as the result of 
his inquiries there he has reached the 
conclusion that Mr. Hearst is a great deal 
stronger in his race for the presidential 
nomination than a great many have 
given him credit for. 

There were a good many representa- 
tives of the Hearst following in Wash- 
ington from various sections of the coun- 
try, and the indications are they intend 
to push Mr. Hearst’s candidacy for all it 
is worth. Mr. Stevens says Mr. Hearst is 
stronger in the west and north than in 
the south, and he is at a loss how to ac- 
count for this. He was very much elated 
over his trip, however, and expressed 
himself as well satisfied with the situa- 
tion and the outlook, 

When asked his views by a representa- 
tive of The Constitution, Colonel Stevens 
said: 

“7 find that the sentiment al! over the 
country is erystallizing towards Hearst. 
It may be possible that there will be other 
candidates later on, but as between the 
Candidaies who have been named to date 
Cleveland and Hearst have shown the 
largest following. As is generally known 
by the public Cleveland has stood for 
something in all of his candidacies. He is 
a man of wonderful will power and al- 
Ways expresses himself upon questions 
as he thinks and feels, whether it be 
popular or not. 

“Cleveland having eliminated himself 
and being entirely out of the race for the 
nomination, Hearst is considered the next 
man who stands for anything. He is to- 
day and has been for years fighting the 
great trusts of the country, the beef 
trust, the ice trust, the coal trust, the 
steel trust and so on. Mr. Hearst is not 
@n enemy of capital, aw has been charged 
by some newspapers, but is friendly to 
all legitimate, corporations, and so ex- 
presses himself. 

“The conntry is looking for a man who 
stands for something. Of course I don't 
know what the future is going to bring, 
but I do know that prominent citizens 
and representative men from Massachu- 
setts, Michigan, Connecticut and from 
practically every western state, whom I 
met in Washington, expressed themselves 
in no uncertain terms for Hearst. I find 
also that all the upper part of the state 
of New York is for Hearst. 

“No living man can tell at this time 
what the city of New York will do. New 
York expects to furnish the candidate 
and she is waiting to see what the bal- 
ance of the country wants. I have been 
very much surprised to find the strength 
of Mr. Hearst as great as it is, and much 
more surprised to find that he has shown 


jess strength in the southern states than , 


anywhere else in the union. Mr. Hearst 
being a southern man—his father was 
from Missouri and nis mother was reared 
in Virginia—it was.natural for me to 
think his stronghold would be in the 
south. However, Mr. Hearst's friends 
have made no efforts in the southern 
states at all, and what support he hes 
had here has been volunteered by his 
friends. Mr. Hearst is a practica] busi- 
ness man, and everything he goes into 
he takes up on a business basis. He has 
never failed of success and I am confi- 
dent if nominated, he will be elected. 
indeed, I think it will be a landslide like 
that for Cleveland the first time he ran.” 
Flynt To Run for Speaker. 

Hon. James J. Flynt, of Spalding coun- 
ty, was at the capitol yesterday and took 
occasion to announce that he would be 
in the race for speaker of the next house 
of representatives. It has been generally 
believed for some time that Mr. Flynt 
has had speakership aspirations and at 
times he has spoken of it to his friends 
in a@ manner that would indicate that 
it was just what he wanted, 

Mr. Flynt now no longer leaves any 
doubt on the subject, and the one or 
two members of the legislature who were 
in the city yesterday he told of his in- 
tention to make the race and asked their 
support. Mr. Flynt is a popular mem- 
ber of the house and has taken quite a 
prominent part in its deliberations. He 
has had positive views on all impor- 
tant questions and has not failed to ex- 
press them. 

While there have been no definite an- 
nouncements for Speaker further than 
that made by Mr. Flynt, it is well under- 
stood that there will probably be sev- 
eral in the race. Among those who have 
been most prominently mentioned up to 
the present time are Hon. John M., Sla- 
ton, of Fulton, and Hon. T. B. Felder, 
of Bibb. Mr. Slaton has been chairman 
of the general judiciary committee of 
the house for the last tWo terms, in 
which capacity he has had charge of 
some of the most important legislative 
work. Mr. Felder has been One of the 
most prominent members on the floor of 
the house and he has likewise been a 
hard worker. With these three and no 
more the race would be a decidedly in- 
teresting one. Whether Hon. Fondren 
Mitchell, of Thomas, will be in the race 
or not, is not known. Those questioned 
about the matter say they have heard 
nothing definite on the subject, and yet 
there is a belief in certain quarters that 
he will again be a candidate.

BATTLE ROYAL 
DUE IN COTTON 


Bulls Are Preparing To Move 
on the Bears 


Opening at New Orleans Unpromis- 
ing Enough for the Bulls, but It 
Proved a #ield Day for 
Them Before the Closing 
Gong Sounded. 


New Orleans, February i8.—While the 
opening in the cotton market was un- 
promising enough for the bulls, it proved 
a field day for them before the closing 
gong sounded. At the opening shorts 
hammereg the market aggressively and 
forced prices down and during the niorn- 
ing each reaction to a higher level saw 
more hammering and consequent forcing 
down of prices, but a mysterious buying 
power developed and offerings were greed- 
ily absorbed. This resulted in a closing 
from 3!i to 52 points higher than yester- 
day's close. 

The session was exciting from the start 
almost to the finish. The bears growled 
harder than they have for months and 
their attacks were flercer. It was plainly 
evident that some outside speculators had 
been attracted to the short side while 
there was little or no outside buying. 
Prominent bulls were heavy buyers at 
the weak places, but for the greater part 
of the day they sat idly by and appeared 
to take but little interest in the proceed- 
ings. Nevertheless, the market showed 
a wonderfully strong undertone and buy- 
ing orders were plenty. This caused a 
partly confirmed rumor that the bull 
clique had come to another understand- 
ing and was entering upon another cam- 
paign, this time with strong outside in- 
terests identified with it. 

In spite of the fact that prices are 
now over a cent higher than they were 
two days ago there has been but little 
covering by shorts; in fact, the higher 
levels have been but a fresh inducement 
for them to sell more energetically. The 
bulls appear delighted with their new 
found local opponents and are, accord- 
ing to the consensus of opinion, prepar- 
ing for a battle royal. If they can get 


the run it goes without saying that prices 
will be quickly forced up to the sixteenth 
story again. 

The bulls claim that the statistical po- 
sition of the staple will give them an im- 
pregnable position within a short time 
and they also point to the rapidly grow- 
ing inquiry from spinners for the actual 
stuff as the best basis for a new bull 
campaign. Buying by spinners caused 2 
more favorable spot market today than 
has been seen for weeks. Sales on the 
spot amounted to 3,900 bales. This was 
taken as an indication that hedged spot 
cotton (f. o. b. cotton), in which the 
greater part of trading has been done 
lately, was almost exhausted. 

The closing of the market was rather 
quiet and bulls showed no disposition to 
force prices up, so that Liverpool might 
be influenced in the morning. ‘This caused 
the belief that the prominent bulls do 
not desire wide advances yet as they 
have not taken on all the cotton they 
desire.

FOUND SOLAR SATELLITES. 
University of California Makes the 
Discovery. 

University of California, February 18.— 
Observations of faint satellites of the 
solar system planets, whose faintness 
prevents them from being observed ex- 
cept by two of the greatest telescopes in 
the world, have just been given to the 
world in Lick observatory bulletin No. 
51. The motions of the fifth satellite of 
Jupiter were observed in 1893, those of 
the satellites of Uranus in 1903, and 
measures of the satellite in 

1901-1902. 

Assistant Astronomer Aiken did the 
work with the 36-inch reflector and has 
succeeded in determining more accurately 
the separate motions of the members of 
these planetary systems. 

Jupiter's fifth satellite and the two 
inner satellites of Uranus made measure- 
ment of special interest because no tele- 
scopes except the Lick and the Yerkes 
have been able to find them.

This is only one of the many com- 
panies that will retire from business in 
this section on account of the heavy 
losses during the recent great fire. It is 
Said that practically all local fire com- 
panies of Baltimore will go out of bust- 
ness. This hag been announced from a 
source that appears authoritative. It is 
also stated that al] outside companies 
will either pay their losses or will rein- 
sure them in companies which will pay 
them. Foreign companies will also stand 
the loss by paying all they owe. 

Haas & MacIntyre, local representa- 
tives of the Commercial Union Assurance 
Company, of London, yesterday made the 
announcement that this company had 
taken all the risks of the Greenwich com- 
pany and would hereafter stand for all 
losses which might be sustained by the 
policyholders of the latter company. 

This is the first company to make an 
open announcement that it would retire 
from the’ fleld on account of the great 
fire, but there will be many others, ac- 
cording to information which has been 
received in this city within the past few 
days. It is not thought that any of the 
larger companies are hard hit enough 
to retire, but all of the smaller ones 
which were involved in the fire district 
will have to retire or make extraordi- 
nary arrangements to secure the money 
to meet their obitgaticice. 

The Greenwich Fire Insurance Company 
‘Was organized in 1834, and M. A. Stone, 
of New York, was until yesterday pres- 
ident. It did a very large southern 
business and it has not failed by any 
means. The stock of the company will 
sell for anywhere from three to four 
times its par value today, it is said, 
and there are many prospective bidders, 
if it should be placed on the market. 

The following announcements by other 
companies that sustained losses in the 
great fire will be of interest. 

The New England Life states that a 
special] grace of thirty days will be al- 
lowed for the payment of premiums in 
addition to provisions in the contract. 
The Home Life announces that all policy- 
nolders will be properly taken care of. 
The Mutual Life of New York says an 
extension of thirty days, without penalty, 
will be allowed. The Washington Life 
grants by right the extension of pre- 
miums for one month and by courtesy to 
sixty days. The Penn Mutual announces 
that the greatest possible consideration 
and indulgence with respect to the pre- 
miums now falling due will be allowed. 
The New York Life gives thirty days’ 
grace in the payment of premiums, dur- 
ing which time the policyholder is fully 
insured. The New York Life also states 
that it will loan on bond and mortgage, 
pursuant to its rules and regulations, 
$2,500,000 at 4% per cent to such of its 
Baltimore policyholders as desire to re- 
place destroyed business properties. 

Fire companies have acted with equal 
liberality in the matter of the disas- 
ter, and aitogether the insurance com- 
panies have made financial conditions in 
Baltimore much easier than they would 
Otherwise have been. 


EXHIBITS FOR ST. LOUIS. 


Enormous Tonnage Now En Route to 
Mound City. 

St. Louis, February |8.—During the Jast 
few days afvices have been received that 
an enormous tonnage of exhibits is now 
en route to St. Louls. Within two weeks 
this freight will begin to arrive on the 
grounds in great bulk. It is said that 
the arrivals will then continue to in- 
crease in volume until the high tide ts 
reached during the latter part of March. 
A large volume of exhibits will arrive 
from the southern states before the end 
of February, as the moderation of the 
weather in that section of the country 
has caused the release of many exhibits 
in storage at assembling points.

The archaeological collection from 
Mexico is now moving toward St. Louts, 
and will be one of the most complete 
displays of the kind ever made at any 
exposition. It will include Aztec relics 
which heretofore never have been per- 
mitted to leave Mexico.

There is considerable talk of a mass 
meeting of west side citizens being called 
to discuss the matter, and to adopt reso- 
lutions, appealing to the railroads and 
the city council for relief.

The citizens declare that the crossing 
is a death trap, and they are anxious 
that something be done at once to better 
assure the safety of people who cross the 
railroad trackg at that point. It is re- 
ported that several narrow escapes have 
occurred at the crossing, and the com- 
munity is greatly disturbed. The declar- 
ation is made that the railraads fre- 
quently operate trains over the crossing 
with absolutely no regard for the city 
laws regulating railroad crossings. 

Early this week a west side business 
man narrowly escaped beng caught by 
a train on the crossing, and on Wednes- 
day two ladies went through the same 
experience. Two or three days before 
the fatal accident of last Saturday night 
a young lady came near being struck by 
a train and escaped by a quick leap to 
one side of the track. 

Large numbers of children pass over 
the crossing daily, in going to and from 
the Marietta street school and on other, 
errands, and the citizens present this as_ 
one of the arguments put forward why 
more care should be observed at the 
crossing. 

It ‘s said that sometimes the crossing 
is blocked by long freight trains for 
periods of several minutes, and that 
frequently the trains have to be cut 
apart to allow pedestrians and vehicles 
to pass. The law provides that the cross- 
ing shall not be blocked for longer than 
three minutes. It is stated that at times 
there are as many as three and tour 
trains on the crossing at the same time, 
some of them moving in opposite direc- 
tions. 

It was stated yesterday that the police 
may be called on to enforce the city 
ordinances concerning the crossings.

WILL FORMULATE 
MADUCT REPORT 


‘Council's Committees Will Meet 
for That Purpose Today, 


Petition of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville and Other Roads Regard- 
ing Freight Terminals Will 
Be Consf{dered This 
Afternoon. 


For the prpose of formulating a report 
‘Upon the petition of the Louisville and 
Nashville and other railroads which de- 
sire erecting freight depots in Atlanta 
and enlarging their yards, council's com- 
mittee on bridges, of which Councilman 
Bruce is chairman, and the committee 
on streets, of which Alderman Terry is 
chairman, will meet this afternoon at 3 
o'clock in the committee room at the city 
hall. 

| It is very probable that an executive 
session will be heid. This will be necessi- 
; tated by the fact that there is much: pub- 
lie interest in the question that is now 
before the two committees, and if a pub- 
lic meeting were announced both repre- 
@entatives of the railroads and citizens 
would appear and would’ desire being 
heard upon the various features of the 
proposition. 

Another meeting will be held next Mon- 
day afternoon at 3 o’clock. This will be 
open to both the railraods and the citi- 
zens. They will at that time have an 
opportunity for hearing the report of the 
‘committees and will then be allowed to 
discuss it. 

One of the features of the meeting of 
this afternoon will be the action upon the 
;petition of citizens to have the Wash- 
‘ington street viaduct constructed. Some 
‘citizens desire the railroads to bear the 
entire expense of constructing the viaduct 
from the northern end of Washington 
street across the rafiroad tracks along 
Collins street, across Decatur street and 
along Courtland as far as Gilmer street. 

It seems improbable that the railroads 
will be requested to do this, but it ap- 
pears very probable that there will be 
put into the agreement that will be made 
with the railroads a provision which will 
give the city the right at any time to 
project a viaduct along the route pro- 
posed, the raflroads agreeing to pay for 
their proportionate part of the struc- 
ture, 

So far as is known nearly everyone 
agrees to the latter proposition and near- 
ly everyone is heartily in favor of incor- 
forating such a clause in the agreement 
that will be made with the roads. 

Also during the meeting of this after- 
noon the committees will decide what 
they will do about the request of the rail- 
roads to close Moore and Powell streets 
and Oakland avenue. Some members of 
the committee are favorable to requiring 
the roads to put subways under their 
tracks at these streets. 

The Boulevard underpass will also be 
discussed. The plan for the underpass at 
that street is not acceptable to the mem- 
bers of the committee and it is probable 
that some other arrangement will be de- 
cided upon during the session of this af- 
ternoon and submitted to the railroads 
for approval] during the meeting that is to 
be held for that purpose on next Monday 
afternoon. 

Much interest is centered in the meeting 
iof the two committees this afternoon and 
the report that will be given the news- 
papers will be awaited with considerable 
interest.

SAVANNAH MUST | 


GIVE AUTHORITY 


Parkhurst to Fully Investi- 
gate Criticisms ef Atlanta 
Camp. 


In view of the criticisms recently made 
by Francis 8. Bartow camp of Sons of 
Veterans of Savannah, of the Atlanta 
camp, W. F. Parkhurst, commander of 
has written to 
Uldrick H. Mclaws, commander of the 


Savannah camp, asking an explanation of 


the criticism. 

It will be remembered that it was 
charged in a meeting of the Gavannah 
camp that the Atlanta camp had taken 
in members without proper and definite 
proof of their being sons of confederate 
veterans. Resolutions were adopted on 
the subject and the matter will probably 
be brought to the attention of the next 
national reunion of the Sons of Veterans. 

Mr. Parkhurst states that, so far as he 
knows, there is not a member in the At- 
danta camp who is not in every way en- 
titled to membership, and regrets that 
such criticism should have been made 
in the newspapers instead of through the 
proper official channels of the organiza- 
tion. He asks for the source and au- 
thority for the criticisms, and it is very 
likely that a full investigation of the 
matter will follow. 

Following is the letter sent to Com- 
mander MoLaw: 

“Atlanta, Ga., February 18, 1904.—Mr. 
Uldrick H. McLaws, Commander Francis 
S. Bartow Camp, United Sons of Con- 
federate Veterans, Savannah, Ga. My 
Dear Sir and Comrade: 1 presume you 
have noticed the inclosed article in to- 
day’s Atlanta Consttutjon concerning 
certain criticisms by the Savannah sons 
against the Atlanta sons, and I write 
to ascertain the source and authority for 
such criticisms. 

“I regret that such criticisms should 
have been made, and especially that 
they should have found their way into 
the newspapers, for nothing can be more 
detrimental to our @ause than lack of 
harmony among the camps and members. 
If the Savannah sons had any complaint 
to make against the Atlanta sons, or 
against any other camps of sons com- 
posing the Georgia division, such com- 
plaints should have been made to me 
direct, and not through the medium of 
the newspapers. 

“As far as my knewledge goes, there 
is not a member on the rolls of Camp 
John 8B. Gordon, No. 46, of Atlanta, 
whose name does not rightfully belong 
there, and no one would be more eager 
than ‘myself to weed out any such names 
as had been placed on the rolls contrary 
to our constitution. 

“T will, be pleased to hear from you 
fully in regard to this matter, or from 
those who brought the charges against 
the Atianta sons.

‘were numerous and wide, giving great 
pleasure to the scalper element. In the 
trading May showed most activity, first 
going 20 points below yesterday’s close 
at 13.31, advanced to 13.52, declined to 
13.33, recovered to 13.47 and after slight 
vibrations advanced to 13.80 and then 
receded to 13.72.

Chicago, February [8.—Millers here to- 
day, paldST.0!1 a bushel for No. 2 red 
whegt- Wheat for Mag delivery sold at 
99'6c, a gain of 2c from the low point of 
the day. Other deliveries were corre- 
spondingly strong. Scarcity of wheat sulit- 
able for milling purposes was the impor- 
tant factor in causing the advance. The 
close was almost at the twp, May being 
1146@15c above yesterday's close and July 
was I%4c higher. May corn closed 4sc 
higher, oats were up 4@%sc and provisions 
2144@1714 higher. 

Wheat opened firm on strong Liverpool 
cables, May and July both being up %@ 
1% at 98@98\%c and 89%.@89c respectively. 
On the theory that the prospects of war 
Complications in Europe had been con- 
siderably exaggerated, traders with bear- 
ish proclivities thought wheat should be 
sold. Snow in the southwest also brought 
out selling orders. During the first half 
hour the market exhibited a moderate de 
gree of weakness and May declined to 
974¢¢, while July sold ‘to 88%4c. On the 
decline, however, the demand became so 
urgent that the market readily advanced.

The unwill- 
ingness of the professional traders to fol- 
low the selling movement of Pennsylva- 
nila was a striking evidence of the rigid 
limitationg on the movement of the cur- 
rent market. Even the traders are few 
and timid and this fact is accepted as 
the common explanation of the immobil- 
ity of the market. It tg somewhat re- 
markeble, however, that even an occa- 
sional spurt of activity or the execution 
of orders for some heavy blocks of 
stocks’ seem’ equally without effect up- 
on prices. The possibility is thus sug- 
ges that the smal, protessional share 
in e€ market may -be reinforced ty 
some more active and powerful forces 
with a pUTjose to ketp the market in 
stable equilibrium, pending the working 
Out of other purposes in the financial 
world.
